THE CONSTITUTION AND THE SO THEME 


COURT. 


The article on the Ceinslitution and th..' 


chief justiceship which appeared in the 
Gazette on 
Monday, the 
Li5th ult, 


is coinmente'd on by the Milwaukee Sun- 
day Telegraph as follows: 


The recent death of Chief Justice Byan 


has suggested to the ,Tam\sville Gazette a 
change in the1 constitution in regard to 
the organu'.alion of the1 supreme court, 
audits argument has the merit of gooel 
sense and plausibility. At present, the 
chief justice of the supreme court is elec- 
ted separately from the associate justices 
and is designated 
to preside over the 


court. There is no diil'ereuce in the pay 
or the duties of the various justices, ex- 
cept that the chief justice presides over 
the court, and the place is one of. a trilling 
superior dignity, but in the frequent ab- 
sence of Chief Justice Kyan elm-ing tho 
past twe> years, Associate Justice Cole has 
presided over the court by virtue of his 
seniority, and experience has demonstrat- 
ed that there is nei essential reason foi 
preserving in the organization of tin 
court the separate office of chief justice 
There are, however, a great many reasons 
which may be urged why simply justices 
of the supreme court nliould be elected 
leaving to the senior justice, from time to 
time, to occupy the purely honorary posl 
of presiding officer of the court." It is 
not likely that ever, in the judicial his- 
tory of the state, the people will elect to 
the supreme bench any man unfitted to 
fill its chief 
place us he shall reach it 


through the lapse of years by seniority of 
service. 
The present election of these 


judges for ten years is, in effect, for lite, 
unless a political revolution should turn 
the state upside down, which is not like- 
ly to occur, and it would appear advis- 
able that the 
constitutional change 


should be made.

Independence of Character. 
TRUE independence of character is 


as rare as it is admirable, and nowhere 
is it less likely to be found than in per- 
sons who are sure that they are its pos- 
sessors. If a man thinks he is inde- 
pendent, he is pretty sure not to be. If 
he boasts of his independence, that is 
proof positive that he has none. 


Verv few persons indeed know what 


is independence of character. 
The 
great mass of mankind neither have it 
nor want it. The}' go with the popular 
current unthinkingly. It never occurs 
to them that there is any other way to 
go, or any other way to be desired. 
But now and then a man wants to bo 
his own master, to do his own think- 
ing, to act for and by himself. He is 
the man who is in special danger of 
failing to have or to show independ- 
ence of character. A purpose of being 
singular by no means proves independ- 
ence. - A man may be very eccentric, 
and at the same time be peculiarly de- 
pendent on the opinions and practices 
of others. 
In fact, a largo share of tho 


eccentricities of the worm grow out of 
one's desire to be different from his fel- 
lows, and so are a direct result of other 
people's preferences. If a man wants 
to have his dress and manners and 
home unlike those of his neighbors, he 
ETList of course find out what nis neigh- 
bors have, and how his neighbors do, 
before he can decide what is the thing 
for him to have or to do. If he wears 
a full beard because shaven faces are 
the rule, or has an open fence about 
his front yard because close fences are 
before the houses on either side of his 
house, he must shave his face when 
beards come in fashion, and must get a 
new fence when his neighbors adopt 
the style which he preferred before. 
What independence is there in that? It 
is clear that other people must settle 
thr question of what is best for him. 


Nor liocs man's instinctive or habitu- 


ated readiness to take an opposite view 
of a subject from the one presented to 
him by another, indicate independence 
of mind or character on his part. There 
are those who, without a desire to be 
singular or eccentric, involuntarily look 
at the other side of any truth which is 
brought to their notice in reading or 
hearing. 
They at once think of some- 


thing to be considered as over against 
what the preacher, or tho editor, or tho 
author, or the friend in conversation, 
has to say in advocacy of his theme. 
They give less prominence to what is 
urged on the one side, than to what 
might be urged on the other. And 
again, there are those who deliberately 
intend to take another view of a ques- 
tion than the one lirst, laid before them, 
in order that their independence shall 
be unmistakably manifest. They do 
riot want to be influenced, or to seem 
to be, by other people's opinions on 
any subject. 
They propose to hav« 


their own views, and to stand by them. 
If they accepted the views presented by 
another it might look as if they were 
not independent; hence they promptly 
take, exception to those views. But in 
neither of these cases is independence 
a possibility. The opinions of tho per- 
sons described are really shaped by oth- 
ers rather than by themselves. Tho 
cue side being taken, there is absolute- 
ly no choice for them but to take the 
other. 
So well understood is the lack 


of independence of character on tho 
part of persons of this make of mind 
that many a man who wants to influence 
another adroitly advocates just the op- 
posite view from the one he would have 
accepted, knowing that the spirit of op- 
position in the other's mind will secure 
him to the reverse of the question. 
Many a shrewd wife carries her pet pro- 
jects by taking the side of them which 
she would have her husband battle; and 
in consequence of this he does just as 
Ac wants to—and as she wants him to. 
And one of the most unpleasant posi- 
tions in which a sincere friend can bo 
placed, _is where he sees that a mistaken 
idea of independence prompts his friend 
to refuse an impartial hearing to cither 
facts or reasons which he would lay be- 
fore that friend on a subject demanding 
attention. He has too much respect 
for the friend to adopt any indirect 
method of influencing his opinions or 
action; but the frank and direct presen- 
tation of the case is of no avail, because 
his friend wants the credit of being in- 
dependent, and is deluded into thcTidca 
that a refusal to-seek both information 
and counsel will merit and secure that 
credit. 


Independence of character of char- 


acter is by no moans a result of isola- 
tion of position, or of solitariness of 
thought. 
Indeed, it is essential to the 


truest independence of action that 
there be in advance a judicial impar- 
tiality of decision as to the propriety 
of such action; and impartiality of de- 
cision 
is 
possible only 
after 
an 


acquaintance with both sides of tho 
case—an acquaintance which no man 
is likely to get all by himself. 
Every 


man needs the help of others to enable 
him to have the basis of an intelligent 
3uilgment of the facts and interests in- 
volved in almost any case brought be- 
fore him for decision. Some years a<n> 
the Legislature of Connecticut had be- 
fore it a proposed statute, of question- 
able constitutionality. Desirino- to act 
cautiously, the Legislature made 
a 


lormal request of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of that State to o-ive 
their opinion of the constitutionality of 
the law proposed. 
The Judges de- 


clined to give such an opinion, on the 
ground that in a case, thus submitted 
to 
them 
without argument 
their 


opinion would have no more value than 
the opinion of any oilier five lawyers 
of equal attainments. 
Indeed, havino- 


given such an opinion oil-hand, they 
might subsequently have the statute 
before them for a judicial decision, and 
then, hearing " counsel learned in the 
law" argue tho case in view of cited 
authorities and precedents, they might 
feel bound to reverse their 
orifiTinl 


exparte 
decision. 
Those ' Juclges 


showed their real independence "of 
character by confessing their liabil- 
ity 
to 
fail 
of 
impartial 
ac- 


tion 
while 
trusting 
their 
own 


tmaided 
judgment. 
Many 
a, man 


shows his lack of independence by in- 
sisting ou isolation and solitariness of 
judgment. He cannot be independent, 
because he has nothing before him to 
choose from. He cannot sail midway 
between Seylla and Charybdis because 
his attention is wholly absorbed by one 
of the rocks. In his determination to 
give that a wide berth he is liable to 
Be stranded on the other. 
Mr. Ham- 


erton counsels "a solitary student" to 
marry a sensible woman, in order that 
her wise counsel may help to independ- 
ence of thought and action. "Isolated 
as you are," says Hamerton, "by; tho 
very superiority of your culture, from 
the ignorant, provincial world around 
you, I cannot but believe that mar- 
riage is essential to your intellectual 
health and welfare. If you married 
some cultivated woman, bred ini the 
cultivated society of a great capital, 


oy that liy shutting; yourself up m a 
rountry house, yon are tininllufticed by 
the world around you. II is ivgreat er- 
ror." 
The question before us is never, 


How can we shun those 
influences 


which would warp our judgments from 
their independence of action? It is al- 
•svays, How can we get and use those 
influences and those informing.? which 
will help us to tho truest independence 
of personal decision? Independence of 
character shows itself in impartiality of 
action, not in seclusion from sources of 
sympathy, knowledge and counsel. 


He who would be truly independent 


is distrustful of his unaided powers, and 
is desirous of all the information he can 
obtain which would help him to a full 
understanding of every case before him 
for decision. When one who is entitled 
to do so, counsels him, or argues the 
ease before him, he does not resent the 
intrusion, nor refuse close attention to 
all that can fairly be said on that side . 
of the question. He is glad to have the 
ail (led light thus at his disposal. 
If he 


argues til all, it is not to defeat an oppo- 
nent, but to get at the exact truth 
through discussion. 
And in the end he 


may decide to do just as others would 
do, just :is he is counseled by the other 
to do; or he may decide to do directly 
the opposite. He has no fear of being 
thought lacking in independence, be- 
cause he is 
neither eccentric 
nor 


singular. He does that which, in full 
view of both skies of the case, and of 
all that can be said for or against a 
given course, seems to him the wise 
and the proper thing to do. 


There is a great, deal of independence 


or singularity oj action, which is not a 
result of independence of character; 
but there is no independence of char- 
actor which docs not show itself in 
modest deference to the feelings and 
opinions of others. Independence of 
character involves a certain nobleness 
of character which will bo sure to 
recogni/.c 
gratefully 
evory 
kindly 


proffer of help to it in its possible- 
needs. It is easy for n very small mind 
to say it will havo its own way. 
It is 


easy Viir only a great mind to say: "I 
will have my way or your way just as 
seems best when I have a full under- 
standing of both ways.

Not only is the change 
from dry to green food one that often 
brings disease, such as scours and the 
like, but the raisingof lambs-, the wash- 
ing and shearing, each has its inlluunoe 
I hat calls for vigilant care, for not only 
is the plunging c i f the sheep into cold 
water calculated to shock the system 
and throw it. out of condition"

Some 
Hock-masters assert that by the free us< 
of salt they have prevented rot, whicl' 
otherwise would have occurred, am 
even after <ui attack of this loathsomO 
find dangerous disease have thus curet 
it. Some breeds of slice]) want mucl 
more salt than others; and again, whoi 
feeding on different kinds of grass, 01 
in welter or drier pastures, a greater o 
1 


less quantity of salt is required to keep 
them in good condition. 
For these 


reasons the sheep .should have free ac 
cess at all times to sail, to take little or 
much, the same as man does according 
to the craving of the appetite. 


The bust kind of salt for this purpose 


is Ihe Liverpool rock, which ought to 
be placed in large lumps in open "boxes 
in diHerein, parts of the pasture, where 
the sheep can come ami lick it as often 
as they choose. In this way they wil 


ever take an excess. This salt costs i. 


higher price than common salt, but the 
giving of it is attended with so mucl 
less labor that we think it the cheapes 
in the end. The best way we have fount 
to give tine common salt is to take lono 
troughs, smear the bottom of them witf 
tar and sprinkle it with as much salt as 
will stick to the tar. Sheep cannot the 
well take an excess of this, and the lit- 
tle tar they gel, with it is very healthfu 
for them.—tor'
